shipping organizations throughout 
the country, the. Association” of 
American Railways and the inter- 
state Commerce Commission, have 
been successful in securing a uni- 
form shipping crate for celery 
growers which greatly benefits 
Florida growers. 

In the past California used a 
shipping crate which weighed 50 
` pounds while Florida growers used 
one weighing 68 pounds. ‘At the 
beginning of the season the new 
crate, which is constructed of wood 
veneer. and bound with wire, and 
which, will be used. by all celery 
growers throughout the country, 
came into use here. 

The fall corn crop in the Glades 
was an experiment this year when 
approximately 400 acres were 
planted. As ‘this was the first at- 
tempt~at growing corn in the fall 
many of the growers learned that 
they had planted the corn too 
thick, Because of shorter days and 
less sunshine the plants should be 
thinned out to allow sufficient sun- 
light to penetrate the ground. 

However, some farmers were 
very successful and it is believed 
that in the future that corn wiil 
be grown successfully as a fall 
oH .
